CITATION AND NOTIFICATION OF PENALTY 


We believe that you violated the Animal Welfare Act (7 U.S.C. § 2131 et seq.) 
(AW A), as described below. 


Date of Violation: February 19, 2014 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care 
(dealers and exhibitors). Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain 
programs of adequate veterinary care that include the use of appropriate methods 
to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries, and the availability 
of emergency, weekend, and holiday care. 

You failed to provide adequate veterinary care for the following 
animals: 

1) 1 male Yorkshire Terrier who was thin and had a large accumulation 
of green and grey matter on both sides of the upper gums; and 

2) 1 King Charles Cavalier who had a wounded, bloody tail tip. 

Date of Violation: March 6, 2014 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care 
(dealers and exhibitors). Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain 
programs of adequate veterinary care that include the use of appropriate methods 
to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries, and the availability 
of emergency, weekend, and holiday care. 

You failed to provide adequate veterinary care for 1 female Pomeranian 
who had drainage coming from both eyes and gray matter on canines, 
gums and molars. 

Date of Violation: June 4, 2014 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care 
(dealers and exhibitors). Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain 
programs of adequate veterinary care that include the use of appropriate methods 
to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries, and the availability 
of emergency, weekend, and holiday care. 

You failed to provide adequate veterinary care for the following 
animals: 

1) A 10 year-old male Pomeranian who was excessively salivating; did 
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not have any teeth; and the jaw bone on the left side was partially 
missing and detached from his gums; 

2) A 7 year-old female Pomeranian who had green goopy discharge 
from both eyes; green and black matter on all of her teeth and the gums 
above the upper canine tooth on the right side were bleeding; 

3) A 5 year-old female red Pomeranian who was non-weight bearing on 
her right leg and the toenail on this right foot was twisted to the side 
and blood was present on the toe. 

4) A female Cocker Spaniel who had drainage coming from her left eye 
and 4 areas of reddened skin with hair loss. The dog had scabbed over 
areas on her left shoulder and around her ear; 

5) A 7 year-old female Yorkshire Terrier who had a circular white area 
in the center of her eye; and 

6) At least 2 adult Chihuahuas who had excessively long toe nails. 

Date of Violation: June 4, 2014 

9 C.F.R. § 3.6(a)(1) Primary enclosures. General requirements. Primary 
enclosures must be designed and constructed of suitable materials so that they are 
structurally sound. The primary enclosures must be kept in good repair. 

You failed to construct and maintain primary enclosures as evidenced 
by metal framing posts and raised wire bottoms that were broken with 
sharp edges and points. 

Date of Violation: June 4, 2014 

9 C.F.R. § 3.11(b)(2) Cleaning, sanitization, housekeeping, and pest control. 
Sanitization of primary enclosures and food and water receptacles. Used primary 
enclosures and food and water receptacles for dogs and cats must be sanitized at 
least once every 2 weeks using one of the methods prescribed in paragraph (b)(3) 
of this section, and more often if necessary to prevent an accumulation of dirt, 
debris, food waste, excreta, and other disease hazards. 

You failed to clean and sanitize several food receptacles that had a 
buildup of dark matter on the surface. 

Date of Violation: June 4, 2014 

9 C.F.R. § 3.11(c) Cleaning, sanitization, housekeeping, and pest control. 
Housekeeping for premises. Premises where housing facilities are located, 
including buildings and surrounding grounds, must be kept clean and in good 
repair to protect the animals from injury, to facilitate the husbandry practices 
required in this subpart, and to reduce or eliminate breeding and living areas for 
rodents and other pests and vermin. Premises must be kept free of accumulations 
of trash, junk, waste products, and discarded matter. Weeds, grasses, and bushes 
must be controlled so as to facilitate cleaning of the premises and pest control, 
and to protect the health and well-being of the animals. 

You failed to clean and sanitize surfaces in the whelping building that 
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had accumulations of dirt, hair, and dead insects and spider webs on 
and around them. 

The penalty for the alleged violation(s) described above is $8,000. 
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
